Something More Serious Than Hay Fever Is

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—[Exclusive Dispatch. ] 
China may now say plainly whether she wants war or 
peace. Having acceded to one demand made by the 
United States, namely, that free communication be 
allowed between this government and its Minister at 
Peking, other demands have been made upon her, and 
these were presented today in writing. They were

guaranteed; that China give assurances of her good 
faith in dealing with the powers; that the imperial 
forces co-operate with the allied forces in putting down 
the Boxer rebellion, and finally, that China give assur- 
ances that she can govern herself according to the 
ethics of international law in the future. Presumably 
the State Department has emphasized to China the 
necessity for immediate action on the part of the 
imperial army to effect a junction with the allied 
troops and assist against the Boxers. 

Today’s developments generally tended to abolish 
the idea that the Chinese mess can be settled with 
pleasant diplomacy, such as Secretary Hay has been 
trying upon it. This government has reached a point 
where it considers the conditions existing in China to 
be intolerable to civilization. Hereafter, from the in- 
dications today, they are to be dealt with firmly.

In- 
stead of meeting the issue boldly and 
submitting a clear and positive plan 
for dealing with the Philippine ques- 
tion, the Republican convention 
adopted a platform, the larger part of 
which was devoted to boasting and 
self-congratulation. 

“In attempting to press economic 
questions upon the country to the ex- 
clusion of those which involve the very 
structure of our government, the Re- 
publican leaders give new evidence 
of their abandonment of the earlier 
ideals of the party and of their com- 
plete subserviency to pecuniary consid- 
erations. But they shall not be per- 
mitted to evade the stupendous and 
far-reaching issue which they have de- 
liberately brought into the arena of 
politics. When the President, sup- 
ported by a practically unanimous vote 
of the House and Senate, entered upon 
a war with Spain for the purpose of 
aiding the struggling patriots of Cuba, 
the country, without regard to party, 
applauded. Although the Democrats 
recognized that the administration 
would necessarily gain a political ad- 
vantage from the conduct of a war 
which, in the very nature of the case, 
must soon end in a complete victory, 
they vied with the Republicans in the 
avert which they gave to the Presi- 
ent. .

After a century and a half of 
English domination in India less than 
one-twentieth of 1 per cent. of the peo- 
ple of India are of English birth, and 
it requires an army of 70,000 British 
soldiers to take care of the tax collect- 
ors. Spain has asserted title to the 
Philippine Isiands for three centuries 
and yet when our fleet entered Manila 
Bey there were less than 10,000 Span- 
fards residing in the Philippines. A 
colonial policy means that we shall 
send to the Philippines a few traders, 
a few toskmasters and a few office- 
holders and an army large enough to 
support the authority of a small frac- 
tion of the people while they rule the 
natives. 


“If we have an Imperial policy we

The Democratic 
pledged to an unceasing warfare 
against private monopoly in every 
form. It demands the enforcemept of 
existing laws against trusts, a the 
enactment of laws yet more stringent. 
It wisely demands publicity as to the 
affairs of corporations engaged in in- 
terstate commerce. As one means to 
the important end of curtailing the 
power of trusts, we favor such amend- 
ments of our tariff laws as will place 
the products of trusts upon the free 
list, and thereby prevent monopoly un- 
der the pea of protection. During al- 
most four years of absolute Republican 
control of all departments of the gov- 
ernment, the trust evil has. grown to 
its present overshadowing proportions. 
What finger has been lifted for its sup- 
pression? With ite friends again in- 
trenched in power, what hope is held 
out for the future? 

“At this hour I can but allude in 
brief words to other needed reforms, 
to which the attention of the country 
is called by the Democratic platform. 
Prominent among these, is such en- 
largement of the scope of the interstate 
commerce law as will protect the pub- 
lic from unjust transportation rates 
and individuals from unfair discrimi- 
nation. As is well known, this law has 
failed to effect the wise purpose for 
which it was enacted. In fact, it is 
now little more than a dead letter upon 
the statute books. Under well-consid- 
ered amendments, the commission 
should be vested with ample power to 
prevent injustice, both to individuals 
and to the public. 

“Our platform favors the creation of 
a Department of Labor, whose chief 
officers shall take rank with other con- 
stitutional advisers of the President. 
This is in the interest of justice, and 
will prove an important step looking 
to the proper recognition and encour- 
agement of the producers of wealth. 
In explicit terms it favors liberal pen- 
sions to our soldiers and sailors and to 
those dependent upon, them. 3 

SPEAKING OF SILVER— 

“With equal justice it reiterates the 
demands of a former Democratic plat- 
form for bimetallism, the restoration of 
silver to its proper function in our 
monetary system. 

“For the protection of the home la- 
borer it demands the enforcement of 
the Chinese Exclusion Act. And in the 
interest of an enlarged commerce it fa- 
vors the immediate construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal. This, however, 
with the provision that it shall remain 
forever under the exclusive ownership 
and control of the United States. The 
pending Hay-Pauncefote treaty\is con- 
demned as a surrender of American 
rights, not to be tolerated bv the Amer- 
ican people. In the construction and 
comtrol of this great work there can 
be no concession of right to any Euro- 
pean power. Commercial interest and 
national eafety in time of war alike de- 
mand its permanent ownership by our 
government. 

STOOP-END-US ISSUE. 

“A question is yet to be discussed 
to which all of these are of secondary 
importance. It is solemnly declared by 
our platform to be of paramount issue. 
Questions of domestic policy, however 
important, may be but questions of 
the hour—that of imperialism is for 
time. In the presence of this stupen- 
dous issue others seem but as the dust 
in the balance. In no sense paltering 
with words it la the supreme question 
of republic or empire. The words of the 
eminent Republican Senator, Mr. Hoar, 
challenge attention: ‘I believe that per- 
severance in this policy will be the 
abandonment of the principles upon 
which our government is founded: that 
it will change our government into an 
empire; that our methods .of legisia- 
tion, of diplomacy, of administration 
muet hereafter be those which belong 
to empires, and not those which belong 
to republics.’ 

“Upon every phase of our foreign 
policy the languaee of the Democratic 
piatform is too clear to admit of mis- 
construction. It favors trade expan- 
sion by al! peaceful and lawful means. 
We believe that liberty, as well as the 
Constitution, follows the flag. Demo- 
crats, in common with many Repub- 
licas, oppose the Porto Rican law as a 
violation of the Constitution and a 
flagrant breach of good faith toward a 
dependent people. It ftmposes govern- 
ment without the consent of the gov- 
erned. It is in confllet with that pro- 
vision of the Constitution which de- 
clares that ‘duties, imports and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United 
States.’ Believing that this constitu- 
tional provision applies to every part 
of the Uniied Ftates, we condemn the 
tariff taxation imposed by a Repub'ican 
Congress upon the helpless and = dis- 
tressed people of Porto Rico. Such 
legisiation—inspired solely by greed— ; 
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is indeed the harbinger of evil to the 
The attempt to collect 
just taxes with one hand, and with 
other to return them in part to a plun- 
dered people, is utterly without consti- 
tutional warrant or justification. We 
give our earnest assent to the declara- 
tion: ‘Our plain duty is to abolish all 
between the United 
States and Porto ‘Rico and give her 
products access to our markets.’ No 
party exigency or pressure could justify 
a departure by the President from the 
plain pathway of duty he had here so 
indicated. The

LAWYERS AND SALOON. 


STILL IN LITIGATION. 


the bankrupt Palace Restaurant Com- 
pany have fallen is not yet cleared. 
The numerous attorneys who appear in 
the litigation now going on, made 
lengthy arguments yesterday in the 
United States District Court, concern- 
‘Ing the sale of the establishment made 
Tuesday morning by Receiver J. H. 
Keifer, acting under an order of sale is- 
sued by Judge Wellborn. The legal 
dispute was not completed at noon yes- 
terday and court adjourned to this 
morning at 10:30 o'clock, when the 
matter will receive further attention, 


LAWYERS AND TROUBLES. 


At the hearing yesterday the legal 
talent lined up as follows: For the re- 
ceiver and certain unsecured creditors, 
E. T. Dunning, Esq.; for the original 
petitioning creditors, Lawler & Allien, 
attorneys for the Los Angeles Board of 
Trade; for the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Company, Louis Gottschalk; 
Charlies McFarland, Esq., for the Los 
Angeles Brewing Company and for 
certain stockholders in the insolvent 
corporation, and Max Loewenthal, 
for certain of the Palace Restaurant 
Company stockholders. 

The receiver filed his report yester- 
day. giving in detail the various bids 
made on the property in dispute and 
stating that it was for the best inter- 
ests of the receiver and the unsecured 
creditors to accept the bid of $6000 made 
by John Bernhard, although J. Toeus- 
feldt, representing the Anheuser- 
ony company, had put in an offer of 

100 


After the receiver’s report had been 
formally considered, the lawyers began 
their argument. First the jealousy ex- 
isting between the Los Angeles Board 
of Trade, represented by Lawler & Al- 
len, and the new wholesalers’ Boord of 
Trade, represented by E. T. Dunning, 
Esq., received an airing. The attorney 
for the Los Angeles Board of Trade 
asked for an order permitting him to 
inspect the books of the bankrupt res- 
taurant, which are in the hands of the 
receiver, J. H. Keifer, whose attorney 
s E. T. Dunning, Esq. The latter gen- 
tleman proposed that the books be 
kept in his office where they should 
be open to all the parties in interest, 
but r. Lawler said that he did not 
care to go into the rooms of the rival 
commercial organization. Upon this 
point the lawyers made some sarcastic 
remarks. 

Some of the attorneys in the case 
have insinuated that Lawyer Dunning 
was working in the interests of the 
Anheuser-Busch company. Yesterday 
that gentleman strongly opposed the 
acceptance of the bid made by the An- 
heuser-Busch concern and the other 
lawyers were obliged to admit that 
their accusations were false. Judge 
Olin Wellborn took occasion to com- 
ment on the hints that had been 
thrown out reflecting on Mr. Dunning 
and said that he was convinced that 
such charges were unjust and uncalled 
for. Mr. Dunning thanked the court 
for exonerating him and explained to 
his colleagues in the case that he was 
not acting as adviser for any of the 
bidders at the sale on Tuesday, but 
was simply endeavoring to get the best 
price possible for the property in his 
capacity as attorney for the receiver. 

It Is not Rnown for whom John Bern- 
hard made the bid Tuesday of $6000 
for the property, though it is supposed 
that some brewery is back of him. He 
was formerly the president of the Pal-« 
ace Restaurant Company and will 
probably figure in any reorganization 
that may be brought about. 

HIGH-PRICED LICENSE. 

In the bida made Tuesday, John 
Bernhard, represented by Attorney 
Dunning, offered $1800 for the Palace 
saloon license, while in the bid of $6100 
made by the Anheuser-Busch company 
only $500 was figured for the permit to 
dispense intoxicants. 

There was much debate by the law- 
yers yesterday as to the intrinsic value 
of a city saloon license, and the matter

V.—THE MADRID PICTURE GAL- 
LERY. . | 


The Royal Museum of the Prado, in 
Madrid, contains the most remarkable 
collection of pictorial masterpieces in 
the world. It is a collection which 
makes no claim to completeness, and 
the primitive examples of the various 
European schools are almost wholly 
wanting in it. Again, although a cer- 
tain master may be fully represented 
by an unequaled group of his best 
works, another and equally great artist 
of the school may not be represented 
in the museum at all. This fault, if it 
be one, is easily overlooked in view of 
the marvelous strength of the collec- 
tion in certain special lines, which 
makes it one of the most sacred of all 
meccas for the artistic pilgrim. Thus, 
while it is inferior to the Louvre in 
Paria as a historic assemblage of the 
world’s greatest paintings, it is even 
more brilliant as a collection of master- 
pieces, more or less unrelated and ‘more 
or less unclassified. 

The number of paintings in the Ma- 
érid gallery exceeds 2200, and sdme idea 
of the astounding. artistic value of: the 
collection may be derived from the

THE MADRID GALLERY.

This magnificent collection of Pweg 
ings is very well housed and advan- 
tageously displayed in the Prado, 
the general good condition of the can- 
vases testifies to both the intelligent 
care of the director and the dry, pure 
air of Madrid. The catalogue, edited 
by the eminent writer, Don Pedro de 
Madrazso, is well made, and is issued 
in both Spanish and French. The gal- 
lery is open, free to the public, on Sun- 
day, and on week days there is a small 
admittance fee, equivaient to a dime. 
From the Puerta del (the great 
square in the center of Madrid) the 
visitor approaches the museum through 
the Carrera de San Geronimo, passing 
the palace of the Cortes and a fine 
monument to Cervantes on the way. 


The museum contains two main pic- 
ture gaileries, each about 130 by 33 feet 
in dimensions, wéll lighted from the 
top, amd devoted to the Spanish school. 
The numerous side galleries opening to 
right and left are lighted from the 
sides, therefore the light is fluctuating 
and on cloudy days rather scanty. 
These rooms are devoted to the Italian, 
Dutch, French and Flemish schools, 
respectively. Half way down the great 
central galleries a door opens into the 
so-called salon of the Queen Isabel, a 
room bung with the most popular and 
famous paintings in the collection, 
chosen from all schools and forming a 
group of about one hundred works, 
brought together on the same plan as 
that of the Salon Carré of the Louvre 
and the Tribune of Florence. This gal- 
lery is oval, and ie lighted from over- 
head. Were the actual and supposed 
masterpieces here assembled to be 
weeded out today there would be some 
radical changes in the arrangement, no 
dovbt; however, the room is remark- 
ably rich in good things as it is. To 
name only a few of the most cele- 
brated and valuable works in it, there 
are Raphael's “Virgin of the Fish,” 
“Holy Family of the Lamb.” “Virgin 
of the Rose,” “Holy Family of the 
Lizard” and “Portrait of a Cardinal;’ 
Titian’s “Tribute to the Goddess of 
Love.” “Venus and Adonis.” “Bac- 
chanal” and portraits of Charles V and 
Philip II; Tinoretto’s “Portrait of a 
Young Man, " “Sebastian Venieri,” etc.; 
Velasquez’s “Drinkers,”’ “Mercury and 
Argus,” “Portrait of a Sculptor,’ 
“Court Jester,” “Forge of Vulcan, “St. 
Anthony's Visit to St. Paul,” “Don 
Fernando of Austria” and “Portrait cf 
a Man,” with many choice examples of 
Veronese, Rubens, Van Dyck, Holbein, 
Claude, Poussin, Ribera, Moro, Murillo, 
Correggio, Giorgione, Durer, Cano, Rem. 
brandt, Fra Angelico, Giullo Romano, 
Guido, Van Byck, Luini and Guercino. 
In fact, there are few rooms in the 
world holding a more striking group of 
international old masters. 


But the one supreme and sufficient 
glory of the Madrid museum is not 
the heterogeneous gathering of star 
canvases in the salon of the Queen 
Iaabel—it is the possession of the only 
great and representative collection of 
the works of Velasquez, the prince of 
Spanish painters and one of the most 
extraordinary luminaries of the world 
of art since painting was invented. This 
distinction alone would be enough to 
get the Madrid museum apart upon a 
pinnacle of its own. Without traveling 
to Madrid no one can really know Ve- 
lasquez. He stands especialiy for the 
somewhat indefinable, but nevertheless 
very real spirit of aristocracy, which 
was to some extent exemplified in the 
work of Van Dyck, though in a less 
deen way. The fact of his being a 
court painter does not necessarily enter 
into the causes of his mental attitude 
toward mankind. Velasquez was more 
aristocratic himeelf than were his 
noblest sitters. He was the gentleman 
of gentiemen in art, and he ennobled 
everything that he touched. He. has 
regerve power; there is a touch of per- 
fection in his refinement that makes 
all pretenre seem ineffably mean; never 
has there been such genuineness, such 
perfect poise, such unassumed distinc- 
tion of manner, such unconscious au- 
thority and inborn elegance. The fire

CHINESE SITUATION. 
Yesterday's developments in the 


esting. The most important develop- 
Ment, perhaps, was the submission to 
the Peking government of certain de- 
mands, which closely resemble, if they 
Go not actually constitute, an ultimatum. 
The exact terms of these demands are 
mot made public, but it is understood 
that they are in line with the represen- 
tations recently made by the President 
in his reply to the appeal of the Chinese 
Emperor for mediation. 

These additional demands by our gov- 
@rmument bring the Chincse situation al- 
most to the stage of an acute crisis. The 
Chinese government will be literally 
ferced to show its hand and to disclose 
whether it is sincere or otherwise in its 
professed sentiments of good will and 
Geir dealing. If it shall appear that it 
fe pursuing a policy of studied duplicity, 
en extra session of Congress may even 
be called to deal with the situation, and 
if harm come to the legationers at Pe-

There 
have been several dispatches from the 
beleaguered ministers within the past 
few days.

E. Roberts, Director of the Mint, shows 
that the deposits of new gold in the 
mints of the United States during the 
month of July amounted to nearly $:8,- 
000,000. This is a larger amount than 
the average of monthly deposits, but not 
so much larger as to be phenomenal. In 
point of fact, gold has been pouring into 

‘the mints and into the Treasury of the 
United States in large quantities ever 
since it became a settled fact that this 
gcvernment would establish and frankly 
maintain its currency system upon the 
goid basis. Our finances have practically 
been upon the gold basis for the past 
half century, but not until 1896 did the 
people pronounce distinctly end tun>- 
quivocally in favor of the single gold 
standard. The results which have fol- 
lowed have fully justified the popular 
verdict of 1896. 

Mr. Roberts contrasts the financial sit- 
uation in 1896 with that of today, show- 
ing how marked and radical has been 
the improvement. As he points out, it 
was difficult to borrow money at moder- 
ate rates of interest in 1896, even on real 
estate, for the financial future was more 
or less dark with uncertainty because of 
the possible triumph of the free-silver 
fallacy. Gold was practically, though not 
literally, ata premium, We were told by 
Mr. Bryan and his cocampaigners that 
we could not keep gold in this country, 
except by borrowing it over and over, be- 
cause we were a debtor nation. Senator 
Allen of Nebraska, and others, predicted

Proud Day for Keystone

Philippine Veterans Cheer 
Their Battle Flag. 


Tattered Colors Formally Presented to 
Pennsylvania at Mount Gretna. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Aug. 8.—({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Under almost trop- 
ical skies, with the thermometer at 96 
deg. in the shade, at Mt. Gretna, Pa., 
where the National Guard of Pennsy!- 
vania is in its annual encampment, 
there occurred at noon today an inci- 
dent which will long be remembered. 
Gov. William A. Stone of Pennsylvania 
was making his inspection of the regi- 
ments. The Eighteenth, the Four- 
teenth and the gallant Fourth had, in 
turn, passed in review, when a khaki- 
clad regiment came on the scene. It 
was the Tenth, the pride of Western 
Pennsylvania, the gallant Tenth of the 
First Brigade, Second Division, Eighth 
Army Corps, which fought so well in 
the Philippines under the direction of 
Gen. H. G. Otis. The regiment, wear- 


fame, drew up in front of Gov. Stone, 
who stood with Gen. Miles. 

On the surrounding hills there clus- 
tered the entire fighting force of Penn- 
sylvania, 10,000 in number. Each sol- 
dier feit that something was about ito 
happen, what, he knew not. As the 
act of one man, the “Fighting Tenth” 
opened ranks and heads were bare. 
From the rear there came a small, red- 
bearded man. It was Color Bearer 
Cundall of Washington, Pa. Aloft he 
bore a flag, tattered and torn. Not a 
square foot of the whole fabric re- 
mained. It was the beloved colors cf 
the “Fighting Tenth.” 

Straight to the feet of Gov. Stone 
the crippled 
bore the colors, and as he paused be- 


Col. James F. Barnett, State Treasurer 
of Pennsylvania, stepped beside him 
to speak, but he was interrupted. From 
every soldier's throat on the vast Mt. 
Gretna camp ground there came a 
cheer, the like of which was never 
heard off a battlefield. The boys now 
knew that the Tenth was presenting to 
the State of Pennsylvania their dearly- 
beloved and war-rent flag, and they 
wanted to applaud. 

As s00n as Col. Barnett could make 
himself heard, he said to Gov. Stone: 

“To you, as Governor of Pennsylvania 
we. bring our colors. They are tattered 
and torn, yet there is clustered around 
them a glory, for men fought and shed 
their blood in their defense. Men died 
in battle and in hosp!tals, by land and 
‘by sea. In peace and war, at home 
and abroad, they nave told the story 
of Pennsylvania. We ask that they 
be placed with those other colors of our 
comrades of the Guard, who feught in 
the civil war. 

“You will receive them at the hands 
of those who would give their lives 
rather than that the honor of these 
colors be desecrated by the touch of 
alien hands.”’ 

To this Gov. Stone replied: 

“England has her Westminster Ab- 
bey, where are kept relics of the honor 
and glory of that nation. Washington

At Malate, at the 
fall of Manila, and through the Phil- 
ippine insurrection you bore it, and 
you brought it back to receive the ap- 
preciation and gratitude of the people. 
Yours was the only regiment east of 
the Mississippi and north of the Mason 
and Dixon line that went so far. 

“You were honored in Pittsburgh and 
at New York at the Dewey parade. The 
people honored you because you have 
honored the State. It will be pointed 
out in years to come, with those other 
flags, like that of the famous ‘Buck- 
tails,’ and you will go back and point 
it out to your children as your flag. It 
is not sentiment, but patriotism & 
arouses. It teaches the people that 
patriotism is honored and appreciated.” 

Speaking of the affair tonight, Col. 
Bornett said: “I have but one regret, 
that my late predecessor, Col. Alexan- 
der L. Hawkins, could not have heard 
the honest cheer today. Had our bri- 
gade commander, Gen. H. G. Otis, but 
known the reception this act of his 
fighting boys would receive, I'm sure 
he would have come from Los Angeles 
to rejoice with us today.”

AT REST IN THE PANTHEON.

OS ANGELES, Aug. 1990.—A 
good man, a friend of the people, 
Italy, is today 

rest . The 
mains of the Dukes of Savoy and the 
monarchs of Sardinia, with the excep- 
tion of Victor Emmanuel, sieep in 
the stately mausoleum of Superga, 
which crowns one of the eminences 
near the city of Turin. When the first 
King of Italy ued, in 1878, it was de- 
creed by the Italian Parliament that 
the most illustrious son of the house 
of Savoy, Victor Emmanuel, must 
be buried in Rome, and in the oldest 
edifice of the ancient Imperial City, the 
present capital of United Italy. That 
building, chosen as the future place 
of sepulture for the Italian monarchs, 
is known as the Pantheon, and was 
long considered as the temple of all 
the gods of the Roman Empire. It is 
the best-preserved monument of an- 
clent Rome, and, in the faultless pro- 
portions of its imposing portico, its 
name has become identified with archi- 
tectural beauty. As one has said, it 
has been for three centuries “the ad- 
miration of modern travelers, and the 
ancients described it with admiration 
eighteen centuries ago, and it still re- 
mains the best-preserved monument of 
Rome.” It was of the dome of this 
magnificent building that Michael An- 


declared, when planning’ the 
cathedral of St. Peter: “I will 
raise the Pantheon in the air.” Ojd 


Joseph Forsyth, the most fastidious of 
architectural critics of any age, has 
nothing but “unqualified praise” for 
the Pantheon. He further remarked 
that “no monument of equal antiquity 
is so well preserved as Rotunda (the 
Pantheon.) It passed with little al- 
teration from the pagan into the pres- 
ent worship; and so convenient were 
its niches for the Christian altar, that 
Michael Angelo, ever studious of an- 
clent beauty, introduced their design us 
a model in the Catholic Church.” So 
great was the impression of this mag- 
nificent building upon Lord Byron that 
it drew forth from him one of the 
finest passages in “Childe Harold:”

It is worth while to look into the his- 
tory of this famous monument of an- 
tiquity which has become “the resting 
place of patriotic Victor Emmanue! and 
xood King Humbert. 

The Pantheon is the only building 


remaining in Rome that the Apostle 
Paul gazed upon. Marcus Agrippa, who 


constructed this edifice, which the tooth } 


of time has left almost intact, erected 
it ninety-five years before Paul was 
led out of the Eternal City to his mar- 
tyrdom. On the frieze of the entab- 
lature of the Pantheon there can be 
read in large Latin characters. ‘‘Mar- 
cus Agrippa in his third consulate 
erected this building.” This . would 
make the time of erection of this edi- 
fice B. C. 27. Marcus Agrippa was born 
B. C. 64, had looked upon Julius Cae- 
sar, and upon Cicero and Brutus. He 
and Augustus Caesar were nearly of the 
Same age. It was to Marcus Agrippe 
that Augustus owed his victory at the 
naval battle of Actium, which put an 
end to the Roman Republic and assured 
the Roman Empire. He became the 
Sreat Premier of Augustus and was 
the great promoter of magnificent pub- 
lic works of Rome. Among these many 
improvements was the erection, in the 
middie of the Campus Martius, of the 
building -vhich during many centuries 
has been called the ‘“‘Pantheon.”’ Many 
archeologists claim that it was the 
magnificent entrance and waiting room, 
or “Calidarium,” of the palatial baths 
of Agrippa. only later eclipsed in size 
by the baths of Diocletian and Ca- 


racalia. But ancient writers call it by 


the name of “templum.” The best au- 
thorities do not think that it contained 
in its many niches al! the gods of the 
Roman Empire, but only the deities 
more immediately connected with the 
Julian race and the history of Rome, 
as Mars, Venus, etc., including that of 
the first Caesar. This seems plausible 
when we remember that the wife of 
Marcus Agrippa was Julia, the daugh- 
ter of Augustus Caesar. 

Whatever may have been the original 
object of the building, it remains today 
almost in its pristine state, attesting 
the taste and magnificence of Marcus 
Agrippa. It has a portico 110 feet long 
and forty-four deep, and is composed 
of sixteen Corinthian columns of red- 
dish granite, with bases and capitals of 
Greek marble. Each column is com- 
posed of a single block, forty-six and a 
half feet in height and five feet in 
diameter. Forsyth declares this por- 
tico to' be “positively the most sublime 
result that was ever produced by so 
little architecture.” Passing the por- 
tico you enter through a bronze door- 
way, the opening of which is about 
forty feet high by twenty wide. Once 
within that portal you almost hold 
your breath as you gaze around a cir- 
cular building 143 feet high and 143 feet 
in diameter, It is nejther because of 
the costliest colored marbles, nor of 
other accessories, but it is because of 
the harmonious proportions of a spa- 
cious interior surmounted by a vast 
dome, and the whole lighted by a large 
circular aperture nearly thirty feet tn 
diameter, and the light, thus falling 
directly from the biue sky, “fills,” as 
an author beautifully says, “the whole 
space of the temple with the purity of 
the heavens themselves.” 

In the year 608, A. D., the Pope Boni- 
face IV obtained from. the mperor 
Phocas permission to consecrate the 
Pantheon as a Christian church under 
the name of “S. Maria Rotunda,” and 
also “ad martyres."’ This consecration 
did not hinder it from being despolled, 
for the Emperor Constans II in 657 
stripped the dome of the greater part 
of its gilded bronze tiles and the inte- 
rior of a greater part of the statues. 
Still much of the magnificent exterior 
bronzes in fine ‘alto relievo” and 
“basso relievo” sculpture, and other 
bronze adornments remained until 1630, 
when Pope Urban III atripped all that 
Constans left, except the bronze doors 
and the bronze ring which surrounds 
the aperture of the dome. More than 
450,000 pounds weight of bronze was re- 
moved at this time, of which 186,000 
went to make that huge piece of 
tawdry, “rococo” work called the “bal- 
dacchino,” which defaces the interior 
of St. Peters. The remainder of the 
bronze was melted up to cast cannon 
for the castle of St. Angelo. 

Still, with all this denuding, the 


Pantheon to this day remaings 
pristine beauty of fine pm 
As Hillard has said in his “i 
in Italy,” “the character of the 
tecture (of the Pantheon) } 
sense of satisfaction which 
upon the mind are proofs of thems 
ing charm of simplicity.”

A zo@logical curiosity that is attract- 
ing much attention is on exhibition at 
a bird store on West First street. This 
strange animal appears to be a@ cross 
between a common domestic cat and a 
gray tree squirrel. 

The freak was captured in the moun- 
tains In what is known as Graveyard

The camp cook who brought the strange 
animal to the bird store least Monday 
he noticed three squirrel-like 
tens in the woods near the camp. He 
had never before seen any animals 
that looked like these. They were very 
wild and he could not get neor them. 
In size and general appearance they re- 
sembied common kittens about three 
monthe olf. but two of them had coats 
and tallies exactiy like tree squiirels, «x- 
cept that Che tails were not so bushy 
as the brush of a squirrel. The head 
and forequarters of the third animal 
were biack, while the hind quarters 
and tall were of the same color as a 
gray equirrel. 

The cook made up his mind to cap- 
ture the freaks if he could, so he rigged 
up a trap, ond on the firet night it was 
set. he caught the cat that was half 
black. The tip of its tail was hurt by 
the trap, so that it has lest several 
joints of its caudal appendage. Orther- 
wise it is untnjured and is a_ strong, 
healthy antmal. 

The captive monstrosity was very 
wild at first and was hard to handle, 
but it soon became tame through recu- 
iar feeding and kind treatment and now 
is as gentic and playfl as any house- 
hold pet could be. In habits and gen- 
eral cheracteristice it does not differ 
from the common domestic cat, but it 
has unusually long. eqfirrel-like hind 
legs and is very long in the body. The 


fur on its head and fore quarters is jet 
black. short and silky, while the hind 
quarters have a thick covering of 
shaggy gray hair exactiy Iike a equir- 
rel. Its stub of a tail ts covered with

BIRD IS RUFFLED. 


| Avers That His Transcript Has 


Been Tampered With. 


Peculiar Proceeding of Expert Ames 
Relative to Amended Transcript. 


R. A. Bird, now languishing in the 

County Jalil, convicted of forgery, is 
prepared to spring an alleged sensation 
in court this morning, when his bill of 
exceptions comes up before Judge 
Campbell for settlement. This work 
was partly completed on Monday, but 
the job is a tremendous one, and much 
more time than was anticipated is be- 
ing consumed. 
Bird, it will be remembered, is now 
his own attorney. He says he is pre- 
pared to show that the transcript of 
the testimony taken at his last trial 
has been tampered with; in short, he 
says that it has been changed to read 
just the opposite from what was the 
fact, and that it does not now corre- 
spond with the shorthand reporter's 
notes. 

When first asked about the matter 
yesterday afternoon, Bird refused to 
say anything. 

“Oh, you wait. You'll see tomorrow 
morning,”’ he said, with a smack of his 
lips in the joy of anticipation. 

Then he went to fumbling a trans- 
seript of the testimony of niel T. 
Ames, the most eminent expert on 
handwriting in the world. 

“Well, sir, you'd be surprised to know 
what that man did,”’ and then he be- 
gan a tirade. Bird is very bitter. But 
the expert did do something rather 
strange. 

POLISHED HIS TESTIMONY. 
After Ames had been on the stand 
for four or five days, and been sub- 
jected to a most detailed cross-exam- 
ination, it seems that he became very 
anxious to look over a transcript of his 
testimony before he should return to 
his home in the East. This he did. 
But many of the things he said did not 
please him, so with pen he proceeded 
to make corrections, interlineations, ¢x- 
purgations, ete., etc., until his testi- 
mony was polished up in a literary way 
and his contentions and _ theories 
strengthened. In one place he changed 
“Yes to “No,” in answer to a ques- 


tion. 
BUT IT DIDN'T Go. 

With this “polishing” work done, he 
asked F. H. McAllister and A. E. Bag- 
ley, the stenographers employed at the 
trial, to certify to his corrected copy as 
the testimony taken at the trial. This, 
however, the stenographers refused to 
do, and transcribing their notes as 
they had taken them, they certified to 
and filed a transcript without any 
suggestion from Mr. Ames. 

It is this transcript that is now be- 
ing used to settle the 600-page bill of 
exceptions—not Ames'’s amended tran- 


script. 
BIRD IS RUFFLED. 

Bird is harsh in his condemnation of 
Ames. 

“Why,” he said yesterday, “anybody 
could win an appeal when he goes to 
work to present testimony in a differ- 
ent light to the Supreme Court than it 
Was presented to the jury. So much 
for the greatest expert on handwriting 
in the worl® His whole testimony is 
a series of rank contradictions. It's all 
puerile nonsense! Absolutely sense- 
less!"’ 

But Bird is naturally prejudiced. 
Seven years in the penitentiary hdhes 
over his head. 

“Oh, somebody in that District At- 
torney’s office will get disbarred before 

am through with this matter,” 
threatened Bird. “I haven't been at 
work a whole year for nothing.” 


trict Attorney could not have made the 
changes that Ames wished made—and.

HIS WIFE WAS KILLED. 
GREEN IN COURT FOR DAMAGE®. 
Joseph Green, a laborer, who lives 
at No. 422 Humbolt street, East Los 
Angeles, was in Judge Allen's depart- 
ment of the Superior Court yesterday, 


suing the Terminal Railway Company 


for $29,000 damages by reason of the 
accidental killing of his wife, Bessie 
Green, last November. 

The case was tried without a jury. 

Green, a middle-aged man of good 
speech, an “H-less” dialect and a 
pleasing manner, told his story in a 
quiet, but dramatic way and through 
it all showed signs of a grief that was 
deep and silent. 

They had been married (fifteen 
years—years of unalloyed happiness— 
when the wife was suddeniy taken 
away. There were no children in the 
famiiy. 

“Doe you know how your wife met 
her death”’ asked R. A. Ling. who, 
with E. A. Meserve, -EFeq., presented 
Greens case. 


“Yes: by being knocked down by a 
train on the Terminal Railway,” he 
replied. 

“When?” 

“On November 18, 1899." 

“Did you witness the accident?’ 


He did. The circumstances were 
cullar. It was about 4 o'clock in 
afternoon. 
Green was just returning from the 
Southern Pacific shops, and was walk- 
ing up the Terminal track toward East 
Los Angeles. He was within two or 
three biocks of Avenue 22, when he 
heard a Terminal train whistle at 
Avenue 33. near the curve. He thought 
nothing about it, of course, and the 
train—rounded the curve and came 
speeding down the track toward him. 
Just as the train, however, reached 
point about midway between Avenue 
929 and Avenue 22, he was stariled 
to see that a woman stepped onto the 
track just a few feet In front of the 
on-rushing engine. The whistle blew 
two or three times, causing the woman 
to give a little leap into the air, when 
her body was struck and hurled al- 
most thirty 

As the train passed Green, he called 
to the engineer to stop, “for you have 
knocked a lady down.” 

Then he ran hastily to the nnfor- 
tunate woman. It was his wife! 

She was in a horrible condition. 
Her hip was gashed and broken, and

How 
much will be realized out of those prop-

McKeown’'s father died in the East 
about two years ago, leaving an estate 
Valued at nearly, or quite, $2,000,000, 
and Scott's share of it was about $46,- 
000. Receiving his first installment of 
his inheritance, he proceeded at once 
to astonish San Francisco with his 
ability to spend money. It is said 
that he stood at the bar of the Palace 
Hotel in San Francisco and threw 
handfuls of $20 gold pieces in the air 
while ordering wine, and when his 
money or a portion of-it was returned 
to him he is said to have refused to 
take it.
